The Manner of treming feörile

EVERS are too often at- 
| * tended with ſuch Circumſtan- 
ces as render it very difficult to 
cure them; as when they follow 
upon exceſſive Grief, the Cauſe 
ſtill continuing on the Mind; 
exceſſive Care, Labour, Study, or 
Debauchery, whereby the Mind 
and Body are in a Manner ex- 
hauſted. 

When theſe Things fall on the 
ſtrong Habits, they are reduced to

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much the like Standard, as a ſim- 
ple Fever would be to the Weak, 
and ſuch we may have good Hopes 
of: But if on the Weak and Tender, 
which we are now to ſpeak of, the 
Skill of the beſt Phyſician is but 
ſufficient with the beſt Method and 
Medicines. 

When a Fever Wr from boeh 
Cauſes in the ſtrong, or if a ſimple 
Fever in the weak Conſtitution, 
which we'll determine to treat af- ”

or three Days the Criſis is finiſh'd, 
by all the Diſcharges ; but not fo 
ſpeedily in this as the other Sort, 
becauſe we are forc'd to keep up 
the Mixture of the Blood with ſuch 
Heaters.

ing always to balance the Propor- 
tion of the Raiſers and Coolers 
to the Degree of the Inflamma- 
tion ; for as, on the one hand, the

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brile Matter is ſeparated and fit to 
be diſcharged, and that, in com- 
mon putrid Fevers, is not common- 
ly done in leſs than fourteen Days, 
unleſs Nature is aſſiſted: and we 
know none that do it fo ff peedily 
as volatile Acids and Bezoar.' Miner. 
yet, on the other hand, if theſe 
are not given with great Prudence, 
and in Proportion to the Strength 
of the Patient, the morbifick Matter 
may be ſeparated indeed, and the 
Inflammation taken off, but. the 
Conſtitution not being ſtrong enough 
to diſcharge it, the Patient will fink

CHAP. V. 


How Patients are to be manag d 
upon the Fever's going off. 


FTER theſe two different 
Ways may the moſt deſperate 
Fevers be cur'd, which have been 
ſeen in London fince the laft great 
Plague, attended with thoſe vio- 
lent Symptoms before-mention'd, 
and purple Spots, inflam'd' Tumors, 
ſore 'Throats, &c. which have 
made great Deſtruction this Year, 
1729. The only Dithculty is, to 
deliberate ſo prudently, as to vary N 

the Medicines mention'd to the 
Varicty of the Caſe, which per- 
D 4 haps 
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haps is eaſier to preſcribe in a Clofrt, 
than in a Patient's Chamber. What 
remains farther is to continue only 
the Method, till, by the Pulſe and 
Urine, there are ſufficient Tokens 
that Nature is more at Liberty, and 
the febrile Matter in a conſiderable 
Degree diſcharg'd ; then let him 
take a gentle Cathartick, as Rhu- 
barb, which till furthers the Sepa- 
ration, leaving him to Kitchen Phy- 
ſick for one, two or three Days 
more, and then a Purge may be 
given of ſuch Sort as ſuits the pre- 
ſent Circumſtances, only to be gentle 
at firſt; and that being repeated 
every third or fourth Day, for 
four or five Times, is ſufhcient : 
after which let me adviſe all to take 
ſome ſtrengthening Bitter twice a 
Day for a Week, two or three, with 
the lighter Chalybeats; eſpecially 
if the Fever was determin'd by a 
ſudden Criſis, before the uſual Time 
or fourteen Days; for then J have,

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in many Examples, obſerved the 
Fever apt to return again with 
ſmaller Occaſions, than in others 
who have had a Fever otherways 
treated; which, the Reader may 
be pleas d to obſerve, is the only 
one Inconvenience attending the 
cooling Method, that I know of. 
And well worth that Hazard I think 
it is, to have the Hazard of Death 
ſuddenly approaching, taken away; 
for, at the worſt, we. have now' a 
chronical Diſtemper only to deal

It is not therefore pretended, 
| that this Method does in the former 
| Conſtitutions perfectly cure Fevers, 
| ſo aſſiſting Nature, that ſhe diſcharges 
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all the febrile Matter, and is ſet at 
entire Liberty, as in a natural 
fourteen Days Criſis, which the 
latter Sort often advance to; this 
is ſtill left for a higher and more 
perfect Diſcovery. 

If we can here precipitate the 
febrile Matter, and even leave Part 
of it upon the Habit and Conſtitu- 
tion, we do as much as the Cortex 
Peru in the Intermittents; and as 
much more, as our Continuals do 
more ſuddenly, and more danger- 
oufly threaten Life.

The Fever being once turned, 
and the common Signs of Health 
reſtored, let not any one fear the 
Conſequence, or that I do hide in 
Silence any Evils which naturally 
attend my Method. I write to 
ſerve Mankind; I expect as little 
Applauſe from Writing, as J have 
had from the practiſing the Method, 
which never amounted' to any Thing 
but when I came late; or was 
employed after other Apothecaries 


had been ſeveral Days concern 'd, 
and among the ordinary People; this 


hath often happen d, and as I re- 


member always ſucceſsful. 


I know of no ill Conſequence but 


what I have mentioned, vis. That 


the Diſtemper is not ſo entirely 
diſcharg'd as by a 14 Days Criſis; 
and therefore the Patient is apt to 
have it return without proper Care,

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and they are not ſo entirely healthy, 
and apt to grow robuſt; but with 
the common ee Bitters, 
and the accuſtomed Methods of 
treating chronical Diſorders, no Pa- 
tient of mine ever ſuffer d any far- 
ther, or fell into any Difficulty, or 
I ſhould mention it. 

Thus I have gone through the 
ſeveral Stages of this Diftemper 
with my new Method, in as brief 
a manner as the Nature of the Thing 
will bear, purpoſely omitting to 
ſpeak of any other Circumſtances, 
but ſuch as are affected with the 
Difference between this and the 
common Methods. 

Let not any therefore, who are 
unexperienc'd in the Art of Phyſick, 
expect that my new Febrifuge, with 
this Method of adminiſtering it, is 
ſufficient to inftrut them to cure 
Fevers : The Violence of that Diſ- 
temper, join'd with. the infinite Va- 
riety of Conſtitutions and Symp- 

toms, 
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toms, are ſufficient to employ the 
moſt ſagacious Head, though culti- 
vated with all the Erudition neceſ- 
ſary to accompliſh a Doctor in the 
Art of Phyſick : And were the Me- 
dieines and Method of adminiſtering 
them here given, the very beft the 

World yet knows, and even infalli- 
ble in themſelves, I am too fully 

convine'd what Knowledge and Ex- 
perience, in Nature and Diftempers, 
is requir d to make em tolerably 
certain. N . 

It is here only meant to hint to 

Men of Art, the general Form of a 
certain Method ; and ſuch do un- 
derſtand better how to ſuit the 
common Specificks really agree- 
able to every particular Symptom, 
than I will prefume to didtate : 
thus, proper Gargles, for inflam'd 
Mouth and Threat; Camphire with 
Emulſions, to relieve the Strangu- 
ry; Cephalick Snuffs, to fhake the 
Nerves in Comas ; and many THOSE 
85 a 
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of the like Nature are here left in 
Silence. Our Method indeed fo 
ſpeedily allays the grand Confuſion, 
and ſtops as it were the Fountain of 
thoſe Maladies, that here is not 
much Occaſion for Inſtruction in 
ſuch Caſes, even to the very Igno- 
rant: For, I don't remember, that 
any of thoſe violent Symptoms have 
rifen in the Courſe of our Manner 
of Treatment, which give the com- 
mon Appellation of Moalignant to 
Fevers; and therefore I can hard ly 
think a Method in Fevers worth 
reading over, which does not at 
leaft that far aſſiſt Nature; much 
leſs Time would I beftow an ſuch, 
which rather diſturb or confiſ 
her, more. than ſhe would be 
if left alone to her own fingle 
Efforts.

the Method deliver'd, that when a

It is alſo uſeleſs to criticize upon 
the Sorts of Fevers. The Authors, 
who are moſt curious in deſcribing

thers, did not know it was poſſible | 
to bring an Ephemera to a Criſis in 
12 Hours, a Synochus 1 in 24, a Fe- 
bris Putridus in the ſame Time, and 
ſo on. All continual Fevers of what- 
ſoever Sort or Period, which have | 
fallen into common Practice in Lon- 
don ſince the Year 170), are truly Þ 
diſcharged in the Manner here de- 
liver'd, be the very Cauſe alſo of 
| thoſe Fevers whatever it may hap- 
pen; for I have fully obſerv'd, 
that Patients who have brought 
On

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on their Fevers by drinking cold 
Water when they were hot, have 
however been as naturally cured 
with our cold Water acidulated ; 
and the ſame in thoſe who have 
drank too liberally of Punch. 

A Fever is a general Inflamma- 
tion, ſuppoſe this to be cauſed by 
too rapid a Circulation, and that to 
be cauſed by ſomewhat retain'd 
which ſhould be diſcharged. If 
now the human Frame is ſound, 
take off the Inflammation, and the 
Work is done; Nature herſelf will

II. The Meaſles are a continued 


Fever, but being an eruptive one, 
, and, they not coming to Suppurati- 


on, I never durſt try much of the 


Coolers here; the little I have ad- 


ventur'd on has been ſerviceable. 


III. The Plague is the higheſt 
continued Fever, and has Eruptions 


which ſuppurate not, and Tumors

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which do; and is attended with 
ſuch violent Inflammation, that 1 
ſhould think no other Method could 
be ſerviceable, but a Conjunction of 
the cooling Acids and heating Aro- 
maticks ; and here perhaps Bleed- 
ing may be proper: however, as 
Nature has determin'd her Manner 
of Diſcharge, a ſudden Criſis muſt 
not be expected, 


IV. Other Fevers have their De- 
nominations from the Symptoms 
which concern moſt, as the Pleuriſy, 
from the Pleura being inflam'd ; 
Peripneumony, from the Lungs ; 
Eriſipelas, from its ſpreading on the 
Skin : Theſe have all determin'd 
Manners of Diſcharges, and fo muſt 
be attended on to the uſual Time ; 
but are excellently moderated and 
kept ſafe by our Method, the pro- 
per Specificks being usd 'to each ; 
as to the Pleuriſy Nitre, to the 
Lungs Oil, and to the Skin Un- 
guents, Sc. It 


It is worth obſerving, that, in 
theſe Caſes, and in the Small- pox, 


there may be a different Treatment 
uſed, to that in putrid common Fe- 


vers. I mean that neutral Salts, and 
Mixture of Acid and Alkalies toge- 


ther are here ſucceſsful, and the 


Reaſon is obvious ; for when a Tu- 


mour or Abſceſs is formed, Coolers, 
and even Relaxers, cannot deject 


the Circulation over much, becauſe 
of the local Fund which will conti- 
nually ſupport it.

4. Lei is of very little Service 


with us in Fevers of every Sort, 
(except the Plague, which 1 have 


not ſeen) the Turgency of the Blood 
being more ſafely abated with Acids; 


the Pleuritick is that which it is 
moſtly us'd in, and the End is 
better and more ſafely anſwer d 
with Nitre, our Acids, &c. 

But as there is not the ſame Dan- 
ger of exhauſting the Spirits with 
the Blood, in this Caſe, as in a 
ſimple Fever, becauſe the inflam'd 
Membrane will maintain the Cir- 


_ culation rapid enough, and the 


like in Peripncumonies and Em- 
pyemas; ſo it proves generally 
ſafe Practice, and always relieves : 

But 
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But again, as it almoſt never cures, 
and very often deſtroys, I believe, 
I may fafely divide the Matter 
thus. Bleeding relieves the Pleu- 
ritick in every Degree of the Diſ- 
temper, till the Hour of Death, 
but then he dies before the Hour 
is out; it may, therefore, be ne- 
ceſſary to give ſuch Relief when 
the Caſe is very urgent, and main- 
tain it with our Acid, and the com- 
mon Specificks. 


II. Bliſters are of no Service in 


the former high and full pulſe Fe- 


vers, nay, rather hurtful; but when 


the Circulation is languid, and the 


Spirits low, as in the ſecond Sort, 
they are of good Uſe, more par- 


ticularly when a Criſis is to be ex- 


pected. 


III. Cheers, which are opening, 
help the higher Fevers, but are 
to be cautiouſly us'd in the lower:

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But ſuch as ours, at p. 2 3. to re- 
ſtrain a Diarrhea, are of great Uſe 
in the low Fevers. 


IV. Water refrigerates and di- 
lutes, and, by . if ta- 
ken in Quantity, relaxes the Fibres 
contracted by Heat, whence the Con- 
ſtitution is ſet at Liberty, to throw 
off by all the Emunctories, except 
Stool, which, for want of a proper 
3 it cannot reach: Thus, in 
the ſtrong Fevers it is a general Fe- 
brifuge, but in the low and weak 
Sort it muſt not be us'd without 
the warming Aromaticks, cr o- 
ther Medicines which increaſe the 
Impetus of the Blood, becauſe it 
has no Quality in itſelf, fo help 
ſuch to bear the Relaxation and 
Sweats, which it naturally produces. 
In the Philo}. Tranſ. Vol. vi. p. 2, 
3, and 4. p. 245. Dr. Mich. Cy- 
rillus pa very highly of its Uſe; 
but, 
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but, I think, he wants the Precau- 
le tions I have here ſet down. 


V. Acids in general cool power- 
- fully, and have moſtly an agreeable 
- 7 Contraction with them, eſpecially 
the mineral Sort; but, us'd in their 
- © phlegmatick State, they damp the 
firſt Paſſages too much; and the 
t Blood itfelf too little; ſo the Succ. 

Timon. Acetum. Spir. Vitrioh, Salis, 
&c. cool ſufficiently, but not ſo 
ſafely as Sprir. Vitrioli Dulcis, or Sa- 
lis Dulcis ; for, when join'd with a 
warm vegetable Sulphur, they are 
not only rectity'd and freed of a 
groſs Earthineſs, but alſo ſubtiliz'd

VI. Bezoar. Mineral. refrigerates 
eonſiderably, and ſo abates the Ve- 
locity of the Blood, but does give 
its Mineral laſting Warmth to the 
Fibres, and ſo increaſes its Impetus; 
it promotes the Secretions by all 
the Emunctories beyond all other 
Officinals, and that fo quietly and 
inſenſibly as it were, and yet cer- 
tainly, that it deſerves the greateſt 
Notice; that which has the Spirit 
of Nitre left with it, and only dul- 

cify'd 
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cify'd with Spir. Vini, is the 
propereſt in the firſt Sort of Fevers 
deſcrib'd; and that which has the 
Acids all calcin'd out of it, in the 
latter Sort: And let no one ſuppoſe 
the Butter of Antimony, which is 
ſo intenſely calcined in this Pre- 
paration, a meer Calx, void of its 
mineral Nature; let "oY detonate 
ſome of it with Wie and Charcoal, 


and it will ſhew them that the 


greateſt Part of it is Regulus of 
Antimony. The fineſt Subject for 
the Phyſician in rerum Matura: 


And this every one will find who 
uſes it, and is duly obſerving; for 


it certainly promotes Sweat, looſens 


the Belly, provokes the ſalival Glands, 


like to a Salivation, only the Spittle 
is here ropey and tough, in the 
other Liquid; the rough dry Tongue 
will begin to be deturged, and grow 
florid in 12 hours Time; the

nach: that I have often obſerved 

that Patients, recovering upon the

VII. The Zinctura Febriſuga 
refrigerates moſt powerfully, and the 
Quantity of cooling Liquor, it is 
given in, ſinks or lowers the Pulſe;

Notice in Fevers : That which is 
tincturd with Aromaticks, is ſuit- 
able to the low weak ſort of Fevers, 


and that which is without 'em, to 


the ſtrong high Sort, 
I ſtudy Brevity, and avoid ality 


Arguments. I rather chuſe to give 


a Hiſtory of what I know Medicines 


will do; but, as I am prompted - 


to enlarge on this Febrifuge, I then 
fay, the Ol. Vitrioli, Salts Mitri, 
Sulpburis, or Aluminis, which are 
the common mineral Acids, are too 
heavy and flat in their natural 
State, too unactive to go through 


the firſt Paſſa es into the Blood, 


and 
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and there alter ſpeedily its State, 
and the Texture of the Fibres ; they 
are all of them cooling enough to 
ſeparate its Mixture, which I take 
to be the Cauſe of the rapid Circu- 
lation, and to cool the Fibres ſuf- 
ficiently, to take away the Effect of 
it, and aſtringent enough are the 
Vitriol and Alum to recover their 
Tenſity; but the Reaſon why they 
do not relieve ſo readily, as the 
Febrifuge, I take to conſiſt in their 
Sluggiſhneſs and Gravity : If they 
were volatilized with $p. Vini, then 
called Dulci, as Sp. Vitrioli Dulcis, 
they would be vaſtly preferable; 
and ſome of the moſt eminent 
Phyſicians have much uſed theſe, 
and recommended them; but till 
I don't find, that any of them come 
up to this Mixture of the Febrifuge, 
nor have I ever ſeen a full and libe- 
ral Uſe of any of them, in the Prac- 
tice of any of our London Phyſicians. 
The famous Dr. Sydenham uſed the 
' crude 
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crude Sp. Vitrioli, the crude Succ. 
Limon. & Acetum, and pretty freely 
too; but theſe would not do what 
we here pretend to; they ſo far 
cooled and corroborated, as to make 
the Method the ſafer, but would 
not cure much ſooner than or- 
dinary, and, without due Caution, 
would damp the firſt Digeſtion too 
much, and bring terrible Symptoms. 
If then any have uſed the vola- 
tilized Acids quite freely, to be 
competent Judges what they will 
do in Fevers, they have ill deſerved 
of the Publick, if they knew them 
to be as ſpeedy, and as certain a 
Cure, as I do my Febrifuge, and 
yet have ſaid nothing on it. Sup- 
poling, however, that the volatile 
Acids are, ſeparately, very excellent 
in Fevers, they are very different 
in Nature, and require a good Judge 
to diſtinguiſh when to adminiſter 
one, and when the other ; for in- 
ſtance,

Dulc. is moderately 
cooling, but neither pungent, 
aftringent, ſtimulating, atte- 
nuating, nor relaxing, but 
unctuous in ſome Degree, and 
therefore the moſt ſimple of 
all mineral Acids. 


Theſe may be uſed in chronical 
Diſorders to the Purpoſes J here 
mention, but no one of them ſeem 
to me adapted to the Cure of Fe- 
vers, the Vitriol comes the near- 
eſt, the Salt next, and then the 
Sulphur; 
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Sulphur; cooling and contracting 
are the two grand Qualities, I ſup- 
poſe, the Febrifuge gives ſo much 
Relief by; but theſe, I conceive, 
are not ſo perfect when ſimply 1o, 
as in Sp. Vitriol. Dulc. as they are 
when complicated with the ſtimu- 
lating Nature of the Salt, and the 
mollifying Quality of the Sulphur. 
The * won 9 corrode a linnen 
Rag, as all the other mineral Acids 
do, and this Softneſs of the Sulphur 
ſeems to me proper to invelope 
the other, which are ſo eroding : 
Yet this is not all, for, in the mix- 
ing of theſe Three, there is a great 
Efferveſcence, which rarifies and ſub- 
tilizes one another ſo, that I reckon 
we have them all more pure and 
more active, by their Parts being 
more finely divided. The Oilineſs 
of the Sp. Vini in dulcitying theſe 
acid Spirits, does what I ſpeak on 
in the caſe of Sulphur, a dry Spi- 
rit being only Water fill'd with 
the 
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the Oilineſs of a Vegetable, till it will 
burn all away. Theſe Acids are, in 
my Opinion, very clumſy Medicines, 
until they are thus carry'd up with 


vegetable Sulphurs, but, when ſo 


' prepar'd, they will do more than 
is yet credited, 


VIII. The Weutraline Salts all 
cool very much, obtund and carry 
off acrid Serofities, promote uni- 
verſal Laxity and Dejection, and ſo 
bring Sweat and Stools : But they 
do this with ſome ſpecifick Diffe- 
rence, as Vitrum or Sal Prunel. is 
ſo penetrating, and without any 
Contraction, that it holds its col- 
liquative Principle till it comes to 
the very Lungs, Pleura and Kid- 
neys, therefore cautiouſly to be med- 
dled with in ſimple Fevers, and 
when there is bloody Urine in the 
confluent Small-pox. Tart. Vitriol. 
cools, and relaxes the Bowels, but 
not without its contrary Quality of
